Quake  toll  tops  3,000 
Italian  officials  fear 


NAPLES,  Italy  (AP)  —  Desperate  rescue  workers 
hacked  at  piles  of  rubble  with  shovels  and  picks 
Tuesday  and  tried  to  reach  isolated  mountain 
villages  shattered  by  an  earthquake  that  officials  es¬ 
timated  killed  more  than  3,000  people  in  southern 
Italy. 

“Dig,  dig  here  please.  My  brother  is  underneath,” 
a  little  girl  in  a  dirty  dress  told  rescue  workers  in 
Avellino,  23  miles  east  of  Naples. 

There  was  still  no  count  of  victims  in  some  moun¬ 
tain  villages,  reported  90  percent  destroyed  by  the 
quake  that  struck  Sunday  night.  Rescue  teams  could 
not  drive  bulldozers  or  trucks  up  narrow  roads,  many 
blocked  by  fallen  rocks. 

“A  helicopter  came  down  this  morning  and  a  man 
asked  us  what  we  needed,”  said  a  young  man  in 
Conza,  a  village  54  miles  east  of  Naples.  “We  said  we 
needed  everything  and  he  left. 

“There  are  about  150  alive  here.  I  don’t  know 
anything  about  the  others.  There  were  700  of  us 
before.  Maybe  they’re  all  dead.” 

The  Italian  military  command  estimated  the  death 
toll  as  at  least  3,132  after  learning  of  isolated  villages 
devastated  in  the  mountains  behind  Naples  and 
Salerno.  That  would  make  it  Italy’s  worst  earthquake 
since  1915,  when  30,000  people  died  in  the  Avezzano 
region  of  central  Italy. 

Giuseppe  Zamberletti,  director  of  relief  operations, 
said  1,750  were  known  dead  and  there  was  little  hope 
of  finding  alive  an  additional  570  who  were  missing. 
Thousands  were  injured  and  100,000  were  homeless. 


At  Laviano,  in  Salerno  province,  only  three 
buildings  were  left  standing  and  local  officials  could 
not  account  for  an  estimated  1,000  people.  Nearby 
Santomenna  was  virtually  demolished  and  1000  were 
missing  there  as  well. 

Two  strong  aftershocks  around  midday  toppled 
more  buildings  in  the  quake  zone.  Those  and  ad¬ 
ditional,  weaker  shocks  panicked  survivors  shivering 
in  tents,  cars  or  makeshift  shelters. 

Pope  John  Paul  II  toured  the  quake  zone  by 
helicopter,  visiting  a  hospital  and  the  village  of 
Balvano,  where  as  many  as  100  died  when  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  collapsed  during  evening  Mass. 

“I  have  come  as  your  brother  and  pastor,”  the  pon¬ 
tiff  said  as  he  kissed  a  girl  with  a  bandaged  head. 
“You  are  surrounded  by  the  compassion  of 
everybody.” 

The  white-robed  pontiff  wanted  to  visit  the  site  of 
the  church,  but  police  and  soldiers  kept  him  away  for 
fear  that  aftershocks  would  topple  the  ruins. 

The  quake  damaged  109  cities,  towns  and  villages 
in  the  poverty-stricken  area  at  the  ankle  of  the  Italian 
boot.  The  quake  registered  6.8  on  the  Richter  scale. 

Rescuers  were  out  of  touch  with  many  towns 
because  phone  lines  were  still  down.  The  state-owned 
telephone  company  SIP  said  it  had  not  yet  located  all 
the  linebreaks. 

The  United  States  lent  Italy  four  helicopters  for 
relief  operations  and  the  U.S.  Embassy  in  Rome  said 
the  American  government  had  allocated  $1.5  million 
for  relief.

About  15  emotionally  disturbed 
children,  several  on  their  first  trip  out¬ 
side  Salt  Lake  City,  said  they  liked  the 
smell  and  big  machines  of  BYU’s  Un¬ 
iversity  Press  after  their  tour  Tuesday. 

“We  have  to  earn  field  trips  by  play¬ 
ing  cooperatively  with  our  friends,” 
said  one  boy.  “But  this  was  a  free  one 
and  I  think  this  place .  is  really  the 
superest  place.” 

The  students  attend  a  special  educa¬ 
tion  school  at  the  children’s  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Salt  Lake  County  Mental 
Health  Care  Center.  They  have 
emotional  disorders  ranging  from  lear¬ 
ning  disabilities  to  psychotic  disorders, 
said  Lesley  Stiener,  classroom  super- 

Some  of  the  children  have 
schizophrenic  tendencies.  Many  of 
them  are  autistic,  a  disruptive  disorder 
characterized  by  language  deficits  and 
an  inability  to  relate  to  people,  Mrs. 
Stiener  said. 

The  children  were  studying  about 
newspapers  and  how  they  were 
produced.  They  had  a  difficult  time 
understanding  how  a  press  works  so 
their  teacher  decided  to  take  them  to 
see  firsthand  how  one  operates. 

The  children  watched  as  employees 
demonstrated  every  step  in  the 
printing  of  a  paper,  from  typesetting  to 
the  printing  on  the  large  web  presses. 

The  students  live  at  home  with  their 
parents  and  are  taken  to  the  center 
every  day. 

“Children  used  to  be  in¬ 
stitutionalized  for  autism,”  Mrs. 
Stiener  said.  “But  now,  they  can  learn 
in  a  day  care  center  and  continue  to 
live  at  home.” 

Parents  of  the  students  play  a  large 
part  in  helping  or  hindering  their 
child’s  progress,  Mrs.  Stiener  said. 

“In  order  for  our  programs  to  work 
they  must  be  carried  over  to  the 
home,”  she  said. 

“The  home  environment  has  a  lot  of 
impact  on  the  progress  of  the 
children,”  she  said.  “But  the  causes 
could  be-  a  combination  of  many 


academic  learning.  They  take  many 
field  trips  and  it  helps  the  students  ad¬ 
just  to  the  real  world,  Mrs.  Stiener 


“We  teach  social  skills 


classroom  and  it  is  good  practice  to  in¬ 
teract  with  real  people,”  she  said.  “It 
helps  them  apply  the  things  they’ve 
learned  from  role  playing.” 

School  continues  through  most  of 


the  summer  and  the  students  only 
receive  a  one-month  vacation.  But 
many  activities  are  incorporated  with 
academic  learning  during  the  summer 
months,  Mrs.  Stiener  said.

Piracy  suit  filed  by  tape  company 


The  voice  of  Moroni  or  Joseph  Smith  heard  on  some  LDS 
Church  history  dramatization  cassettes  might  be  an  im¬ 
poster. 

Living  Scriptures,  Inc.,  an  Ogden  company  that  sells 
taped  scripture  and  church  history  dramatizations,  has  filed 
suit  in  U.S.  District  Court  in  Salt  Lake  City  charging  a 
Provo-based  operation  with  pirating  its  copyrighted  tapes. 

The  complaint  asks  for  $420,000  in  damages  and  an  im¬ 
mediate  restraining  order  against  the  defendants  to  stop  the 


counterfeit  tapes  offered  the  first  clue  on  the  bootleg  opera¬ 
tion.  “They  wanted  to  show  it  to  a  friend  of  theirs  who  sold 
our  dramatizations,”  Brown  explained. 

Brown  said  the  person  offered  the  information  concerning 
the  tape  to  the  company  and  signed  an  affidavit  certifying 
its  truth. 

Brown  said  the  tape  brought  to  his  attention  was  “Joseph 
Smith  and  the  First  Vision*  and  “Moroni  and  the  Golden 
Plates.” 

“It  wasn’t  the  fact  that  he  went  out  and  did  the  same  type 
of  thing,”  Brown  said.  “He  went  out  and  copied  our  tapes, 


alleged  duplication  and  distribution  of  Living  Scriptures  something  we  invested  thousands  of  dollars  in. 


tapes. 

The  complaint,  filed  Monday,  names  Charles  L.  Cox,  his 
wife,  Denan,  both  of  Provo,  and  D  &  C  Enterprises  with  in¬ 
fringement  of  U.S.  copyright  statutes  by  allegedly  bootlegg¬ 
ing  Living  Scriptures’  36-tape  series  “Dramatized  Church 
History.” 

Jared  Brown,  president  of  Living  Scriptures,  said  he  had 
been  aware  of  the  bootlegging  operation  for  several  years, 
but  had  been  unable  to  find  any  solid  evidence  or  witness. 

“We  knew  it  was  going  on  for  some  time,  but  we  couldn’t 
find  anyone  to  testify  against  them,”  Brown  said.  Potential 
witnesses  who  had  purchased  the  bootleg  tapes  were  afraid 
of  not  being  able  to  buy  the  complete  set  of  tapes  or  losing 
their  money,  he  said. 

Cox  said  Tuesday  he  had  not  been  officially  notified  about 
the  complaint.  “This  all  came  out  in  the  news,  but  we 
haven’t  been  notified  about  it.  We’re  as  shocked  as  anybody 
else,”'  he  said. 

Brown  said  a  Provo  resident  who  purchased  one  of  the 


“Just  from  a  Standpoint  of  ethics  we  wanted  to  stop  it,” 
Brown  said. 

According  to  the  complaint,  Living  Scriptures  began  mak¬ 
ing  the  dramatized  church  history  recordings  in  1977  and  ap¬ 
plied  for  copyright  at  that  time.  Copyright  approval  for  the 
tape  series  was  received  in  May  of  this  year. 

The  lawsuit  alleges  that  D  &  C  Enterprises  began 
recording  the  Living  Scripture  tapes  and  selling  them  for  a 
profit  in  September  1978. 

Since  1978,  Brown  said  he  had  offered  a  $500  reward  for  in¬ 
formation  leading  to  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  anyone 
bootlegging  the  Living  Scripture  tapes. 

Brown  said  many  of  his  company’s  customers  re-record 
the  tapes  to  give  a  copy  to  friends  or  relatives,  but  the 
bootleg  search  was  riot  aimed  at  those  individuals. 

“Lots  of  people  make  copies  of  our  tapes  for  roommates  or 
relatives,  but  that  was  not  our  main  concern.  Someone  was 
exploiting  our  business,  our  own  copyrighted  tapes,”  Brown 
said. 


The  Utah  General  Office  of  the 
Mountain  Bell  system  announced  the 
decision  to  reduce  the  twelve  month  re¬ 
quirement  to  establish  credit  to  eight 
months,  or  one  school  year. 

Good  credit  with  Mountain  Bell 
eliminates  the  need  for  an  initial 
deposit,  said  Bonnie  Thomas,  manager 
of  the  Provo  office. 

Discrimination  against  students  by 
Mountain  Bell  policy  was  one  of  the 
complaints  brought  before  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Consumer  Services,  a  com¬ 
mittee  appointed  by  the  Public  Service 
Commission.  The  committee  required 
Mountain  Bell  to  meet  with  consumer 
representatives  to  settle  policy  ques¬ 
tions  by  Dec.  19. 

The.  Ombudsman  contends  that 
some  phone  company  policies  are  dis¬ 
criminatory  in  nature  against  stu¬ 
dents.  The  12-months  requirement  for 
establishment  of  credit  and  many 
points  in  the  credit  screen  are  difficult, 
if  not  impossible,  for  most  students  to 
meet,  said  Teri  Bond,  executive  assis¬ 
tant  to  the  Ombudsman. 

“The  policy  is  not  intended  to  dis¬ 
criminate  against  students,  but  will 
actually  protect  them,”  said  Merrill 
Hymas,  Southern  District  manager. 
“The  deposit  poliey  protects  those  who 
have  the  phone  in  their  name  and 
protects  the  customer  from  higher 
rates  due  to  losses  incurred  by  the 
phone  company.” 

Mountain  Bell  figures  show  that 
college  students  in  Utah  Valley  left 
$87,591  in  unpaid  telephone  bills  last 
year,  said  Mrs.  Thomas.  She  also  said 
students  make  up  19  percent  of  the 
population  in  Orem,  Provo  and 
Springville  and  of  1979  losses  in  those 
areas,  37  percent  were  on  student  ac¬ 
counts. 

In  addition  to  protecting  Mountain 


Bell  against  such  losses,  deposit 
policies  also  protect  custoriiers  against 
higher  rates,  said  Hymas. 

“Losses  in  any  business  are  passed 
on  to  the  customer  in  the  form  of 
higher  costs,”  he  said.  “The  deposit 
system  also  protects  the  consumer  with 
the  phone  in  his  name  who  has  room¬ 
mates  who  could  run  up  tolls  on  his 
phone.  This  way,  he  is  not  left  holding 
a  bill  at  the  end  of  the  semester.” 

The  12- month  requirement  to  es¬ 
tablish  good  credit  with  the  phone 
company  was  another  complaint 
presented  by  the  Ombudsman  to  the 
committee. 

“We  have  authorized  a  change  from 
the  12  months  to  a  school  year,”  said 
Clint  Cutler,  Utah  general  manager. 
“Letters  were  written  in  my  office 
Tuesday  to  inform  local  offices  of  the 
change.” 

Don  Bigger,  BYU  Ombudsman,  said 
other  concerns  expressed  by  students 
to  the  Ombudsman  would  have 
broader  application. 

“We  have  questions  about  Mountain 
Bell  policy  which  affects  all  con¬ 
sumers,”  he  said.  “It  applies  to  more 
than  just  students.” 

Miss  Bond  described  the  problem  of 
disclosure  as  one  of  the  “broader”  con¬ 
cerns. 

“Other  than  to  say  they  are  not  dis¬ 
criminating,  Mountain  Bell  has  made 
no  specific  information  public,”  she 
said.  “Unwritten,  ambiguous  policy 
leaves  consumers  ignorant  and 
therefore  open  to  abuse  in  credit  and 
policy  discrimination. 

“We  have  70  specific  cases,  but  we 
want  Mountain  Bell  to  do  more  than 
just  go  above  and  beyond  their  present 
policy  to  satisfy  these  isolated  cases,” 
she  said. 
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Polish  unionists  threaten  strikes 


WARSAW,  Poland  —  In  a  new  escalation  of 
Poland’s  labor  crisis,  independent  trade  unionists 
on  Tuesday  threatened  widespread  strikes  unless 
the  Communist  government  accepts  new  de¬ 
mands,  including  the  release  of  people  charged 
with  anti-socialist  crimes. 

Railway  employees,  factory  workers  and  coal 
miners,  meanwhile,  staged  other  strikes.  Eastern 
European  nations  and  the  Soviet  Union  have  ex¬ 
pressed  concern  about  the  renewed  labor  unrest. 

In  its  most  direct  public  warning  yet  to  the 
Polish  independent  trade  union  movement,  the 
Soviet  news  agency  Tass  said  this  week  a  general 
transport  strike  “could  touch  on  national  and 
defense  interests.”  The  Soviet  Union  uses  Polish 
rail  lines  to  move  troops  and  supplies  to  Soviet 
garrisons  in  East  Germany. 

Zbigniew  Bujak,  president  of  the  Warsaw  chap¬ 
ter  of  Solidarity,  Poland’s  largest  independent 
trade  union,  said  a  resolution  to  call  a  “strike 
readiness  alert”  approved  by  the  local  presidium 
I  would  be  presented  to  rank-and-file  members 
I  Wednesday.  The  resolution  calls  on  a  government 
commission  to  go  to  a  tractor  factory  outside  War¬ 
saw  by  noon  Thursday  to  accept  the  demands. 


Iraq’s  Foreign  Minister  Saadoun  Hammadi  was 
quoted  as  saying  life  was  returning  to  normal  in 
most  of  Iraq  despite  Iranian  claims  of  approaching 
victory  and  reports  of  heavy  fighting  inside  Iran. 

The  independent  Kuwaiti  newspaper  Al-Qabas 
quoted  him  as  saying  foreign  firms  that  pulled  em¬ 
ployees  out  of  Iraq  when  the  war  erupted  Sept.  22 
were  returning  to  work. 

Iranian  President  Abolhassan  Bani-Sadr, 
meanwhile,  told  pilots  at  Isfahan’s  airbase  in  cen¬ 
tral  Iran  that  his  forces  were  “approaching  the 
point  of  forcing  the  Iraqi  government  to  concede 
defeat,”  the  official  Pars  news  agency  reported. 

It  quoted  Bani-Sadr  as  saying  Iran  had  “done 
the  impossible,”  refuting  claims  it  would  not  be 
able  to  fight  adequately  because  of  the  U.S.  and 
European  economic  embargo  imposed  following 
the  seizure  of  ,52  U.S.  hostages  in  Tehran  more 
than  a  year  ago. 

In  Beirut,  Iran’s  parliamentary  speaker, 
Hashemi  Rafsanjani,  said  Iran  had  taken  the  in¬ 
itiative  along  the  entire  warfront  and  that  Iraqi 
President  Saddam  Hussein  “is  now  cornered.” 

An  Iraqi  defense  communique  issued  here  said 
its  troops  had  made  a  “tightening  stranglehold” 
on  Abadan,  located  at  the  southern  edge  of  the 
battlefront  on  the  Shatt  al-Arab  estuary.

Senate  seat. 

The  state  Republican  Party  on  Monday  officially 
filed  a  contest  of  Peavey’s  Nov.  4  victory.  Peavey,  a 
Republican  turned  Democrat  from  Carey,  defeated 
Maurice  Ellsworth  of  Hailey  by  58  votes  in  the 
general  election  race. 

In  its  contest,  the  state  GOP  is  questioning  voter- 
registration  activities  in  Blaine  County,  alleging 
many  unqualified  voters  may  have  registered  there 
just  before  the  election. 

The  final  decision  in  the  matter  rests  in  the  hands 
of  the  state  Senate,  according  to  an  1890  law  that  has 
never  been  used.  The  Senate  could  ultimately  pre¬ 
vent  Peavey  from  taking  his  seat. 

“It  is  hard  to  overestimate  the  gravity  of  the  ques¬ 
tion,”  Batt  says  in  his  weekly  newspaper  column 
released  Tuesday.  “The  Idaho  State  Senate  is  being 
asked  to  determine  the  validity  of  the  election  of  one 
of  its  members.” 

Batt  says  the  way  the  decision  will  be  reached  “is 


New  disposal  system  recommended 


BOISE,  Idaho  (AP)  — 
The  Governor’s  Task 
Force  on  Radioactive 
Waste  Tuesday  recom¬ 
mended  the  Department 
of  Energy  discontinue 
using  a  radioactive 
waste  injection  well  at 
the  Idaho  National 
Engineering  Laboratory 
within  two  years. 

The  task  force  recom¬ 
mended  that  a  new 


waste  disposal  system  be 
installed  at  the  site  west 
of  Idaho  Falls  similar  to 
the  Fluor  Corp.  sugges¬ 
tion  for  an  $8.3  million 
project  to  recycle  waste 
water  from  the  INEL 
chemical  processing 
plant. 

Fluor  recently  com¬ 
pleted  a  $200,000  study 
which  listed  six  possible 
alternative  methods  of 
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The  Daily  Universe  is  an  official  publication  of 
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of  Communication  under  the  governance  of  an  Executive 
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disposing  of  the 
chemical  and  radioac¬ 
tive  waste  at  the  govern¬ 
ment  nuclear  research 
center. 

The  task  force,  whose 
recommendations  go  to 
Gov.  John  V.  Evans, 
said  three  alternative 
proposals  were  entirely 
unsatisfactory  as  they 
would  continue  to  inject 
radioactive  waste  water 
into  the  Snake  River 
Aquifer,  a  vast  un¬ 
derground  reservoir  of 
water  which  feeds  spr¬ 
ings  and  irrigation  wells 
downstream. 

The  task  force  favored 
a  system  which  would 
recirculate  cooling  water 
through  an  evaporative 
cooling  tower.  The 
chemical  wastes,  cooling 
tower  blowdown  and 
certain  processing  con¬ 
densates  would  be  sent 
to  evaporation  ponds. 
The  collection  of  steam 
condensates  would  be 
returned  to  the  boiler  at 
the  plant. 

The  task  force  said  it 
favored  a  “recycling 
operation  similar  to 
recommendation  No.  6 
with  chemical  and 
radioactive  solvents  in 
separate  ponds.  Separa¬ 
tion  of  these  ponds  will 
facilitate  disposal  of 
remaining  solids.

State  Democratic  officials  claim  the  contest  is  an 
effort  by  the  GOP  to  get  a  “veto-proof’  majority  in 
the  Senate.  There  is  a  23-12  GOP  edge  within  the 
body  now  and  if  Peavey  loses  his  seat  and  a 
Republican  is  elected,  the  GOP  would  have  the  two- 
thirds  majority,  or  become  “veto-proof.” 

“We  must  start  with  the  assumption  that  John 
Peavey  was  duly  elected.  .  .”  Batt  says.  “He 
(Peavey)  has  in  his  possession  a  Certificate  of  Elec¬ 
tion  from  the  state  of  Idaho  to  that  effect.  The  burden 
of  proof  in  negating  that  election  rests  clearly  upon 
those  who  are  instituting  the  challenge.” 

But,  Batt  says,  Ellsworth  is  “entitled  to  the 
guarantee  of  a  valid  election.  If  the  petitioners  can 
document  sufficient  irregularities  to  change  the 
result,  they  should  be  granted  relief.”

The  10  to  20  dogs  used  each  year  are  obtained 
from  the  animal  shelter  in  Provo,  Romney  ex¬ 
plained.  “The  dogs  are  put  to  sleep  and  then  used 
in  physiological  studies.” 

About  100  chickens  are  used  each  year  in  a 
variety  of  studies  including  a  current  study  on 
nutrition,  Romney  said.  “There  are  also  500-1000 
turkeys  used  each  year  for  vaccine  studies.” 

Full  grown  rats  weigh  from  one  to  two  pounds 
with  some  of  the  rats  in  the  vivarium  currently  on 
what  Romney  termed  an  “intensive  breeding 
schedule.  The  rats  gestation  period  last  21  days 
and  immediately  after  birth  the  female  rat  goes 
back  into  heat.”  They  can  produce  approximately 
70-80  offspring  a  year,  Romney  said. 

Homosexual  rats 

Pregnant  female  rats  are  used  for  experiments  ' 
in  homosexual  tendencies  in  offspring,  he  ex¬ 
plained.  The  female  rat  is  placed  in  a  stress 
producing  situation  for  a  pre-determined  period  of 
time  and  after  giving  birth  the  offspring  is  obser¬ 
ved.  Romney  said  there  tends  to  be  some  correla¬ 
tion  between  the  stress  placed  on  the  female  and 
homosexual  behavior  in  her  offspring. 

Hamsters  are  being  used  for  research  in 
reproduction,  Romney  said.  “Human  sperm  is  in¬ 
troduced  to  the  extracted  egg  of  the  female 
hamster  in  an  aid  to  better  understand  human 
reproduction.” 

Half  of  the  vivarium  is  hooked  up  to  an 
automatic  watering  system  installed  by  Romney. 
The  project  cost  $5,300  and  consists  of  plastic  pipe 
running  from  room  to  room  with  rubber  hoses  con¬ 
necting  each  cage  to  the  system.

Prospects  of  another  11-game  winning  season 
will  be  among  BYU’s  incentives  when  it  tangles 
with  UNLV  Saturday  night  in  the  Silver  Bowl. 

Although  the  season  finale  for  both  teams  won’t 
have  any  bearing  on  the  WAC  standings,  there  are 
many  reasons  why  the  contest  should  lure  a  record 
crowd  into  the  32,000  seat  stadium. 

If 'the  Rebels  upset  the  WAC  champions,  they 
will  claim  an  overall  8-3  record.  BYU  will  be  try¬ 
ing  to  protect  a  10  game  winning  streak  it  hopes  to 
keep  intact  for  the  coming  trip  to  the  Holiday 
Bowl. 

All  other  considerations  aside,  the  game  itself 
has  plenty  of  crowd  appeal. 

For  one,  the  contest  will  bring  together  the  two 
top  passers  in  NCAA  Division  1  football  —  BYU’s 
Jim  McMahon  and  UNLV’s  Larry  Gentry,  who 
rank  one-two  in  passing  efficiency. 

McMahon  currently  leads  the  nation  in  passing 
efficiency  and  total  offense.  His  rating  is  177.2  af¬ 


ter  11  games,  and  if  it  remains  that  high,  he  will 
set  an  NCAA  record  in  that  category.  Gentry  is 
second  in  passing  efficiency  with  a  149.6  rating. 

“Jim  McMahon  is  one  of  the  finest  quarter¬ 
backs  I’ve  seen  this  season,”  said  UNLV  Coach 
Tony  Knap.  “He  has  improved  tremendously 
since  we  played  against  BYU  in  Japan  in  1978.” 

That  game  in  Japan  was  the  first  and  only  time 
UNLV  played  against  BYU.  The  Rebels  lost  a 
close  one,  28-24. 

“It  was  one  of  the  best  games  we’ve  played,” 
said  Coach  LaVell  Edwards  of  last  Saturday’s  56-6 
romp  over  Utah.  “The  main  thing  we  have  to 
guard  against  in  the  UNLV  game  is  potential  let¬ 
down.  We’ve  been  keyed  up  all  season.  I  think  we 
are  in  a  position  to  win,”  he  said. 

“I  have  a  great  regard  for  Coach  Knap  and  his 
team.  I  think  they  have  an  excellent  offense,”  he 
continued. 

“BYU  is  one  of  the  finest  teams  in  the  nation, 
and  possibly  one  of  the  finest  in  the  country,”  said 
Coach  Knap.  “It  will  take  our  best  effort  just  to  be 
in  the  game,  and  it  will  take  the  best  effort  ever  by 
a  UNLV  team  if  we  want  to  win.”

An  interview  of  Heisman  candidates 
on  the  NBC  Today  Show  Tuesday  in¬ 
cluded  George  Rogers  of  South 
Carolina,  Mark  Herrmann  of  Purdue 
and  Hugh  Green  of  Pittsburgh  —  but 
not  Jim  McMahon  of  BYU.

Saarelainen  still  lacks  some  in  physical  condition¬ 
ing,  although  that  shouldn’t  remain  a  problem  for 
long,  said  Arnold. 

There  are  other  things  that  require  adjustments, 
Saarelainen  said.  “One  of  the  tough  things  was  the 
crowds.  In  Finland  we  only  had  1,000  people  out  to 
most  of  our  games.” 

The  move  to  20,000  fans  was  quite  a  change  for 
Saarelainen.  “I  was  a  little  nervous  at  the  beginning, 
but  now  I’m  used  to  it,”  he  said. 

According  to  Saarelainen,  there  are  no  high  school 
basketball  teams  in  Finland.  Instead,  there  is  an 
organization  of  club  teams  that  are  not  affiliated  with 
the  high  schools.  “There  were  10  teams  in  the  Finnish 
championship  series.  I  played  for  the  YMCA,  and  we 
took  fifth  place  in  the  nation,”  he  said.  Saarelainen 
was  named  to  the  national  all-star  team. 

Then  Saarelainen  played  forward  on  the  Finnish 
Olympic  team,  ,  and  averaged  21.3  points  and  9.2 
rebounds  per  game.  “It  was  a  lot  of  fun.  We  traveled 
to  England,  Germany,  Israel,  Poland  and  Sweden.” 
The  Finnish  team  lost  to  Spain  and  Poland  in 
preliminary  competition  and  didn’t  make  it  to  the 
games  in  Moscow,  but  the  experience  put 
Saarelainen  in  touch  with  the  BYU  basketball 
program. 

The  coach  of  the  Finnish  Olympic  team,  Robert 
Peterson,  is  a  former  BYU  student.  He  and  other  past 
BYU  players  from  Finland  gave  Saarelainen  some 
needed  information  about  BYU. 

“I  wanted  to  come  to  the  United  States,”  said 
Saarelainen.  All  things  considered,  BYU  was  his  best 
offer,  he  said.

The  freedom  to  learn  is  often  an  ineffectively  used 
freedom,  said  Dr.  W.  Rolfe  Kerr,  BYU  executive  vice 
president. 

Kerr,  speaking  at  Tuesday’s  devotional  assembly, 
focused  his  remarks  on  being  thankful  for  things  that 
count:  particularly  freedoms,  friends  and  families. 

Students  often  go  to  school,  Kerr  said,  just  to  sur¬ 
vive  classes  and  earn  credits.  This  does  little  to 
develop  their  knowledge,  character,  confidence  or 
spirituality. 

In  many  professions,  he  said,  particularly  ones 
where  other  persons’  lives  and  futures  are  at  stake, 
students  will  not  be  able  to  turn  to  a  textbook,  the 
library  or  a  teacher.  They  must  have  the  sum  of  their 
knowledge  at  hand  to  solve  whatever  problem  they 
face. 

“Shallow  education  is  not  enough,”  he  said. 
“Shoddy  learning,  the  spirit  of  just  getting  by,  is 
unacceptable.”

Jailed  youth  hangs  himself 

OGDEN,  Utah  (AP)  —  An  18-year-old  accused  of 
murdering  his  6-year-old  brother  hanged  himself 
Monday  night  in  the  Weber  County  Jail. 

At  a  recent  hearing,  an  attorney  for  Coy  Edward 
Potter  of  Roy,  Utah,  had  requested  the  youth  be  sent 
to  a  county  mental-health  facility.  Potter  tried  once 
before  to  hang  himself  in  the  jail,  but  was  unsuc¬ 
cessful,  jail  officials  said. 

A  jailer  found  Potter’s  body  between  11  p.m.  and 
midnight  Monday  in  the  cell  where  he  was  monitored 
by  closed-circuit  television,  said  chief  corrections  of¬ 
ficer  Robert  Humphreys. 

Officials  said  the  youth  apparently  had  moved  out 
of  the  camera  range  to  hang  himself  by  a  piece  of 
bedsheet  connected  to  the  screen  mesh  on  the  bar  of 
the  cell. 

Potter  was  charged  with  first-degree  murder  In  the 
strangulation-stabbing  death  of  his  brother.  The 
younger  boy’s  body  was  found  in  his  bedroom  Nov.  16 
with  13  stab  wounds. 

At  a  court  sanity  hearing  last  week,  Potter  was 
found  competent  to  stand  trial  and  to  assist  in  his 
defense.

“Friends  are  our  fortunes,”  Kerr  said,  “freedoms 
cast  our  futures  and  families  are  forever.”
